AN OLD GAME 

It is by childish and doubtful casuistry that 
critics of the Federal Government seek to throw 
the onus of Mr. Bennett's electoral corruption 
charges upon Premier King. 

A Conservative spokesman said yesterday that 
the bickering back and forth in the House be+ 
tween Messrs. King and Bennett had become tire- 
some and that Mr. King should end it by institut- 
ing an investigation into the Bennett innuendoes. 

Such a conclusion is more than egregious; it is 
downright stupid.

Sluggishness of the intestinal elimination, or 
constipation, is one of the most common dis- 
orders found in present-day civilization, al- 
though it has also been well known as far back as 
we have any recorded knowledge. 

The remedies which have been used in re- 
lieving this symptom present an almost infinite 
variety, ranging all the way from rolling a heavy 
cannon bail over the abdomen to using a spoon- 
fuil of sand after every meal. Generally those 
who develop this complaint try one remedy after 
another but are seldom able to secure more than 
temporary relief. 


The food which is eaten should pass along the 
digestive tube according to a regular schedule. 
A meal placed in the stomach should reach the 
small intestine in about four hours, the splenic 
flexure in about ten hours and the evacuation of 
the remainder should occur in from fourteen 
to twenty hours more. In other words, it. should 
have passed through about thirty feet of di- 
gestive tubing in about thirty-six hours. 


It is often true that this timing is unduly de- 
layed and food which should have been thrown 
out as long as two days before may remain in 
the colon. Many people do not consider that they 
are constipated because they have a regular 
movement each day, but the trouble is that the 
passage is gotten rid of two or three days later 
than is normally the case, during which time 
toxic material may be absorbed. 

It is significant that constipation is present 
in many diseases, and is probably the greatest 
Single cause of disease. Some of the most com- 
mon disorders in which it appears as a symptom 
are the following: Catarrah, liver trouble, acme, 
rheumatism, arthritis, neuritis, etc. 

Constipation may range all the way from 
mild cases of occasional clogging, to very severe 
cases in which a natural evacuation seldom 
occurs. While it may begin in infancy it is found 
at all ages and is one of the problems among the 
aged. Inasmuch as a_ sedentary occupation 
especially favors the development of 
tion, it is particularly frequent am« 
workers. 

Constipation may be roughly divided into two 
main types. In the first type the colon is lazy and 
flabby and in the second type it is irritable and 
touchy. The treatment to be used must depend to 
some extent upon the type which is present. In 
the spastic or table type, it is often advisable 
to provide a soothing bulk for the c y using 


irri 


agar-agar, mineral oil, psyllium seed or some 
Similar preparation. In the lazy type of colon, the 
eating of large amounts of vegetables will gen- 


erally prove helpful. 

If in seeking a remedy for constipation you 
have tried bran and found it irritating then you 
probably have spastic constipation; if the bran 
provided beneficial results then you prob 
have the flabby type of colon. 

I suggest that you look for my article in this

ANSWER: The best way of providing fo 
adequate ventilation during the winter months 
is to keep the window open at both top and bot- 
tom.

How wide 
the window should be opened depends to some 
extent upon the wishes of those using the room 
When the window is kept open all the time as I 
have described, sufficient air should be pro- 
vided if the opening is from two to four inches 
wide, especially when the weather is extremely 
cold. Those who are ardent believers in fresh 
air will probably want the opening much wider, 
both at top and bottom. When the air seems 
especially stuffy, open all windows as wide as 
possible and open one door. If you have any
